Dr. W. B. Lutes, secretary-treasurer for 
the Colorado Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, and breeder of high-class Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle at Merino, Colorado, is 
one of the busiest men in the whole world. 
Besides taking care of the human ills in his 
community he finds time to keep in touch 
with the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business 
and occasionally to take a little side trip up 
through the country. It was only recently 
that he sent the writer an urgent invitation 
to accompany him. The trip was scheduled 
up through the mountains, around past 
Harry Barr’s place, a stop at Roy Welty’s 
and a day with the Paiges besides a visit 
with the Collards, and perhaps some of the 
rest of the boys. But there were so many 
fairs going on that we just could not make 
connections. 


Maybe the Doctor was trying to square 
himself anyway for carrying around one of 
our letters for something like three months 
before he opened it. Be that as it may, one 
of these days we shall take him up, and it 
may take longer to visit all the places we 
wish to visit than the Doctor had planned. 


Things seem to be going in rather fine 
shape out in that country for the Doctor 
writes this most interesting letter which in- 
dicates the assumption to be true. He says: 
“We recently sold twelve head of cows and 
heifers to John E. Jacobs, of Eads, Colo- 
rado, for a foundation herd. These cows 
were sired by Enactor E., a grandson of 
Earl Marshall, with the exception of a sin- 
gle one and she was sired by Earl Marshall 
6th. They were a good uniform lot of cat- 
tle and under Mr. Jacobs care and feeding 
should develop into a producing herd of 
high class cattle. 

“Mr. Jacobs is a new breeder who has 
been in Colorado only a few years—having 
come from a good sturdy ‘Penn. Dutch’ 
family and he is making good in the West. 
He now owns his farm and last year raised 
something like 8000 bushels of corn in addi- 
tion to a lot of forage crops such as cane, 
milo, maize, ete., all of which he grinds be- 
fore feeding. 

“We have been selling foundation herds 
of ten to twelve head each winter to new 
breeders and already have a new home 
promised our surplus this fall and at satis- 
factory prices. At present our herd con- 
sists of sixty-six head of breeding cows with 
a one hundred per cent calf crop. In fact 
at present we have six more calves under 
one year old than we have producing cows. 
This success we attribute to feeding in the 
open. Keeping our cows only in moderate 
flesh and using good sturdy bulls, allowing 
them plenty of exercise. 

“Our herd bulls at present are Bando- 
lier’s Blackcap by Blackcap Bandolier 2d 
and out of old Blackcap McHenry 133d, she 
by Protine. The other, Blackmere 48th, the 
first bull on the show circuit sired by Prize- 
mere 32d is of true Rosemere type and we 
feel will do us a lot of good. 

“We recently sold four bulls to Mr. Tro- 
vatten of Wyoming and could have sold 
more had we had them of serviceable age 
for range conditions. With the successful 


showing made by the Aberdeen-Angus at 
our last few National Western Stock Shows 
one can feel assured they will become more 
and more popular here in the West and the 
increasing demand will readily absorb any 


surplus and leave many ot 
waiting list.”

B. F. BAKER. 


A copy of the Daily News, Greensburg, 
Indiana, dated September 23d brings the 
sad news of the accidental death of Mr. B.

Mr. Baker was 4 
man of highest integrity and character, 4 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle of the 
highest quality and widely known through- 
out Aberdeen-Angus circles. It was a few 
years ago that the writer visited him at his 
home, the occasion being the dispersion of 
his herd of Doddies by auction. 

Always Mr. Baker came to the Interna 
tional to meet his old time friends, and each 
time it was his pleasure to make many new 
friends. He was one of the most interested 
spectators at the recent Indiana state fair 
where he watched the placing of the breed- 
ing classes at keenly as though he had been 
an exhibitor himself. Mr. Baker left n0 
family except brothers, sisters, and thei?

The national beef consumption campaign is in the spotlight— 
figuratively and literally. And the work has been in progress only 
a little more than a month, under the sponsorship of the American 
National Live Stock Association, the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association and other beef breed associations, and the 
Institute of American Meat Packers. It is being directed by the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board. 

The figurative spotlight is, of course, the tremendous favor 
with which the new program has been greeted. The literal spot- 
light is the powerful light which has been added as stage equip- 
ment in helping to “put across” the demonstrations. 

Large audiences—concerted attention—many questions—words 
of praise—application of the cutting methods by retailers.

Those in charge of 
the meetings have 
found that spotlights 
add materially to the 
effectiveness of the 
demonstration. By di- 
recting these lights on 
the demonstrator, his 
every move and every 
cut of the beef are seen 
by the audience to 
greater advantage than 
under ordinary lighting 
conditions. The fact is 
appreciated that no 
matter how valuable 
the cutting methods 
may be the “staging” 
of the demonstrations 
is very important if 
the proper emphasis is 
to be given. 

The campaign for 
the month of Septem- 
ber has been devoted 
almost entirely to the state of Ohio. Here the work has been un- 
der the direct supervision of Prof. F. H. Helmreich, head of the 
animal husbandry department of Ohio State University and the re- 
sults, as reported by Professor Helmreich, have been nothing short 
of phenomenal. The Ohio program has been characterized as “the 
most successful series of demonstrations ever put on in any state.” 

Packers, retailers, chain store men, and others all are con- 
vinced that there never has been anything introduced which has 
proved of more practical benefit to the beef industry. The fact 
that the meetings are not only attracting men from the cities in 
which they are held, but are interesting outsiders to the extent that 
they travel many miles to be present, is indicative of the intensive 
interest. 

The demonstrations are presented by D. W. Hartzell of the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board, a specialist in this line. The 
modern methods shown are the result of long experimentation and 
study and combine many ideas gathered from among packers and 
retailers throughout the United States. It is pointed out to the 
audiences that this is an age of many modern conveniences and 
ideas. Consumers want the small attractive package, not only in 
meat but in most other foods. The retailers must take recognition 
of this demand. The cuts of meat being introduced at this time 
are in line with the present day ideas. 

The Ohio campaign, conducted under the supervision of Pro- 
fessor Helmreich, included the cities of Akron, Youngstown, Can- 
ton, Lima, Dayton, and Columbus. 

Three days were devoted to Akron, the first city on the list. 
On September 16, the opening day, more than 175 retailers gather- 
ed for a demonstration and on the following days two more meet- 
ings were held—one for employes of the A. & P. Company and one 
for the Kroger Grocery Co. In each instance the event was given 
one hundred per cent support with every member of the force, both 


employes and officials, in attendance.

FINANCING THE MEAT 
ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is and has been from the start 
vitally interested in the promotion of some sort of a program that 
would tend to increase the consumption of meat—something that 
would stop the decline and tend toward making the production more 
stable and profitable. Last January at Denver we attended the 
general meeting which was called for the purpose of enlisting the 
aid of all branches of the meat industry to further a campaign for 
improvement. The work has steadily gone forward from that date 
and gives every indication at present of being worked out satis- 
factorily. Concerning this same project The Cattleman of Texas 
has this to say: 

“A campaign to increase meat consumption, which has been 
rapidly declining, was launched by the live stock industry several 
years ago. This campaign has been carried on through the Nation- 
al Live Stock and Meat Board. Some of the activities of the board 
are: Meat cutting and meat cooking demonstrations in leading 
cities; conducting meat essay competitions in public schools; coop- 
erating with retail butchers in advertising meats; furnishing meat 
cooking recipes for the press, and eliminating unfair advertising 
by advocates of other food products. A large portion of the con- 
suming public has been reached by these activities and much good 
has been accomplished. 

“The funds for the board are provided by a 10c per car assess- 
ment on shipments:to the larger market centers, 5c paid by the 
shippers and 5c paid by the packers. This method supplies the 
board with a fund of about $70,000.00 per year. This amount has 
enabled the board to do much good work, but has not been suffic- 
ient for it to carry on an extensive advertising campaign. 

“It is felt that the work of the board should be greatly broad- 
ened and sufficient funds made available to carry on a nationwide 
advertising and educational campaign, such as is being done by 
other food products. 
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“A plan has been proposed which provides

= such quality are likewise ascending to a very satisfactory posi- —

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While breeding cattle are bringing better prices there is every 7 
assurance that this turn is but the beginning of a new era which | 
will acclaim a steady to rapidly increasing valuation. It is high 
time that the men who have been casting about for the kind of 
breeding cattle that they want to get busy and claim title to wha 7 
is now being offered. Surely it will be a long while before breeding 
cattle of quality will sell for as low prices as is accorded them te- 
day. As surely as there will be cattle sales in the winter ani 
spring, just so surely will we see the prices slip along into new 
higher notches. The sales that have just passed indicate the trend 
Not since cattle sold high some years ago has there been so much 
interest and such strong demand for well bred cows with indivit- 
uality and quality sufficient to insure their reproduction. 

Of all times this is not the time to hesitate. When a breeding 
cow can be put upon the farm ata price that will insure from 
twenty to fifty per cent on the investment after deducting a ret 
sonable amount for care and keep, she is good property. Usually 
the revenue is based closely upon the price or value of the cow her 
self. It seems that the higher priced cattle are just now cutting 
the larger coupons.

About Fleshing and Fattening Poultry 


By W. H. Lapp. 


Fattening poultry successfully is an art 
and requires considerable skill on the part 
of the operator desiring to obtain the best 
results. 

Fattening poultry had its inception many 
years ago in England. Probably one of the 
first concerns in this 
country to attempt to fat- 
ten poultry was Swift & 
Company, having obtained 
their information from 
England. There is an old 
saying among cattle deal- 
ers, “That the eye of the 
master fattens the cat- 
tle.’ The same is true 
from the standpoint of 
poultry because a great 
deal depends upon close 
observation of the stock. 

During the past few 
years there has been con- 
siderable changes in our 
methods of producing 
poultry which has had a 
direct effect upon the re- 
sults obtained in feeding 
stations. Years ago it was 
possible to fatten poultry 
of almost any size in the 
batteries for a period of 
from ten to fourteen days. 
During recent years it has 
been practically impossi- 
ble to feed our larger 
stock longer than from 
five to six days. It is 
safe to say that a bird 
that has been fed an 
abundance of soft feed or 
mash will not respond to 
station feeding as readily 
as in the case of birds fed 
a restricted amount of 
mash feed and a more liberal supply of 
hard grain.

Years ago the bulk of our poultry reach- 
ed market channels during the fall months 
or about the time when the first snow would 
fly. Now-a-days poultry is marketed thru- 
out the entire year and many of our feed- 
ing stations are operated on a twelve

months basis. Production has had consid- 
erable influence on this condition in that 
many of our farms are using artificial 
methods of brooding chicks. We no longer 
depend upon the hen to raise the young 
stock, therefore, under this artificial meth- 
od we can determine, to a great extent, 
when we can safely expect mature stock. 
With our changes on the farm which have 
come very rapidly in recent years there no 
doubt has come also more problems inci- 
dental to the successful raising of the stock. 
We have found through experience that we 
can not crowd from four to five hundred 
chicks in a brooder house eight by ten feet 
and permit the stock to remain in the house 
until it is from six to eight weeks old with- 
out having the birds show the result of 
such management in the form of reduced 
vitality and high susceptibility to disease. 
We have found in recent years that sani- 
tation plays a paramount part in maintain- 
ing the vitality of poultry. We also know 
that in order to be successful in fattening 
poultry that the stock must have high vi- 
tality. The question that arises in the 
minds of many producers is whether or not 
the poultry which they are producing for 
market cannot be fattened successfully on 
the farm. Where the producer is equipped 
to perform this function he no doubt can 
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be successful especially if he h 
market upon which he can desea “ 
poultry. However, to say that fatteni 
poultry can be conducted successful] 
all farms would be questionable. bs

bleach. If all farms wer 
fattening poultry w 
would have one hun 
and one different grades 
of poultry reaching the 
market. The principle of 
the feeding station is t 
classify the stock in order 
that it might be grade 
and packed according tog 
distinct classification, The 
feeding station serves 3 
distinct purpose in the 
poultry industry. At the 
present time this service 
apparentiy cannot be du- 
plicated in its entirety on 
the farm. One oftentime 
hears of abnormal gains 
being made in _ feeding 
stations. A thorough study 
of gains in stations will 
reveal the fact that these 
high gains oftentimes are 
doomed to the man oper- 
ating the scales rather 
than in securing greater 
fat and muscle tissue de 
velopment of the stock. 
This is especially true in the case of fowl 
and larger roasting stock. It is safe to 
say that the older and more mature the 
bird the less chance there is to make an 
appreciable gain on the bird. Broiler 
stock oftentimes makes a good gain wheth- 
er fattened on the farm or in the feeding 
station. This young stock will develop to 
a greater extent than the older or more 
mature stock. 

The writer has had the occasion many 
times of interviewing parties interested in 
producing poultry with the idea of develop- 
ing a broiler market for the stock. In oth- 
er words in going into the broiler produc 
tion business from the standpoint of the 
North Central and Northern States in this 
country it is doubtful whether the broiler 
production business can be operated suc 
cessfully year in and year out. I have pet 
sonally sold broilers at from 55c to 60c per 
pound one year and 27c apiece another 
year. For the poultry producer in ou 
Northern States who is interested in rals- 
ing poultry on the farm I would discourage 
any attempt to specialize in the broiler bus- 
iness unless a special market is at hand. 
From the standpoint of the average farm 
developing this stock to a four or five 
pound roasting chicken would bring a greal- 
er revenue provided that this chicken 
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market prior to the time that 

reached elk of poultry was going to the 
ket in the fall. In other words a five 
rd roasting chicken in September will 
oe more money than a five pound roast- 
: j in

In fattening poultry, there are a number 

f factors that should receive careful con- 
sideration. First of all the batteries should 
oak be overcrowded. It is better to place 
four birds to the cell than six, where the 
stock is averaging from four to five pounds. 
The birds should be examined carefully be- 
fore they are placed in the battery so that 
new stock showing any evidence whatso- 
ever of disease is placed in the battery. The 
birds should be given a light feed on the 
start and the amount to be increased until 
the birds are on full feed. A good con- 
sumption of feed will run around twenty to 
twenty-two pounds to the hundred head. 
There are a number of good commercial 
feeds on the market. As a general rule 
these feeds are mixed with buttermilk, eith- 
er the fresh or the prepared product, to a 
consistency so that the feed will flow read- 
ily from a bucket. Most of the feeders to- 
day practice what is known as ribbon feed- 
ing. That is, they place about one inch of 
feed in the bottom of the trough at a time 
and as soon as this amount is consumed 
they again pour about one inch of feed in 
the trough. This is continued until the 
birds will not take any more feed. In some 
of the stations the feeding period requires 
from one and a half to two hours. It might 
be stated that the quality of the feed has a 
great deal to do with the gain and the re- 
sults obtained in the station. A poor feed 
with low feeding qualities will not give 
very good results. The best quality feeds 
are none too good. One should also keep 
in mind in fattening poultry that stock of 
different sizes should be kept separate in 
the battery because this may influence feed 
consumption. 

Fattening poultry requires considerable 
skill as stated above and in order to be 
practiced successfully one must have exper- 
ience and know by the actions of the birds 
whether or not they are receiving the cor- 
rect amount of feed and also whether the 
condition under which they are being fed 
is ideal.

The two outstanding fall shows in the 


State of Washington presented a wonder-~ 


ful string of cattle from the Congdon & 
Battles herd. This outstanding show of 
black cattle attracted much attention. 

At the Interstate Fair, at Spokane, Black- 
capmere 37th, a son of Prizemere 32d, the 
outstanding son of Prizemere 9th, was 
awarded the senior and grand champion 
honors. Prizemere 131st, a half-brother 
was awarded the junior championship hon- 
ors. Queenmere 61st was first in the sen- 
ior yearling class, Blackcapmere 57th in 
the summer yearling and Queenmere 75th 
was first in the class of senior calves. 

In the cow classes Pride of Rosemere 60th 
was awarded the senior and grand cham- 
pion honors, while Irene Rosemere 22nd, 
a daughter of Prizemere 32nd was awarded 
the junior honors. Queen of Rosemere 63d 
was first in the two-year-old cows, with 
Barbara of Rosemere 50th first in the aged 
cows. Pride of Rosemere 187th, a daughter 
of Killmere, one of the first animals sired 
by this bull that has been shown, stood next 
to the very wonderful junior heifer calf, 
Barbara of Rosemere 72nd, sired by Prize- 
mere 32d.

In the aged cow class, Barbara of Rose- 
mere 50th was easily at the top of the class, 
with Blackbird of Rosemere 56th, a daugh- 
ter of Prizemere 9th standing second.
